au stere skeleto n with an expressio n 
like a distressed mo nkey bemo aning 
the si u s o f the mo nkey ho u se. 
To 
hav e what iR so metimes called “m an­ 
ner” is no t to write yo u rself do wn ef­ 
feminate. 
We English lau gh heartily 
at what we call the •'bo wing and 
scraping” o f Frenchmen and Italians 
as If we tho u ght that by beading Ida 
bo dy a man parted fro m his mascu lin­ 
ity. 
This Is fo lly and betrays o nly a 
co nfu sio n o f mind that wakes sco rn 
in the intelligent. 
When a Frenchman o r an Italian 
co mes into a drawing ro o m he no ws 
lo w and kisses the hand o f his ho stess. 
This is pretty, bu t it is no t "pretty 
pretty.” 
It indicates a no t serv ile 
gratitu de fo r ho spitality acco rded and 
gracefu l respect fo r o ne’s ho stess. 
The Englishman’s entrance into a ro o m 
and greeting are mo re bru squ e and 
ahu w leaa co u rtesy. 
Then we are. as 
ru le, mu ch mo re "o n o u r dignity” 
with tho se who m we co nsider beneath 
u s in statio n than are the o ther Eu ro ­ 
pean natio ns except the Germans. We 
like to mark o u r po sitio n. 
I su ppo se there is no thing mo re es­ 
sentially u nderbred than “standing o n 
o ne’s dignity,” yet many o f o u r Eng­ 
lish aristo cracy do It as well as the 
Do u v eatlX riches. 
They seein to think 
It necessary to giv e themselv es air» . 
Why? I o ften wo nder, especially when 
I no te the easy simplicity and well bred 
familiarity so u niv ersal amo ng fo reign­ 
ers o f the same class. 
The English­ 
man. fo r instance, u su ally treats serv ­ 
ants “merely as serv ants,” to u se a 
phrase I hav e o ften heard In English 
mo u ths, 
lie Is pro bably qu ite ju st to 
them. He o ften prides himself o n that 
Bu t he is markedly detached, 
lie is 
no t hu man with them. It m u st always 
be a qpse o f m aster to serv ant, nev er o f 
man to man. 
LIis serv ant is to him a 
machine. 
He speaks to him wMtb cu rt 
co ldness. 
He lo o ks at him with a 
fro sty eye that is likely to chill. 
Again I ask. “Why?" 
Where is the 
necessity o t this tacit au d perpetu al 
Instate*» e o n a difference o f po sitio n? 
The fo reigner- ho rrid bu t u sefu l wo rd 
—seldo m bo thers abo u t su ch m atters. 
He treats the peo ple ro u nd abo u t him 
who minister to hta co mfo rt witli a 
friendly familiarity, and rarely indeed 
do they try to take adv antage o f it. 
They in their 'tu rn v entu re to be co r­ 
dial. 
We English are no t bad hearted, bu t 
we are bad mannered, and as mo st o f 
ub kno w this we o u ght to make an ef­ 
fo rt to mend o u r manners. 
The tru ly 
go o d manner co mes fro m being ju st 
this—u naffectedly hu man and simple 
witho u t arriere pensee. 
Su rely we 
o u ght to be able in time to manage to 
be that. 
It is all v ery well to co mfo rt 
o u rselv es with su ch phrases as “o u r 
bark is w'o rse than o u r bite.” 
No 
do u bt it is, bu t a barking do g is a nu i­ 
sance. 
He eets nerv es o n edge. 
We 
to o o ften set fo reign nerv es o n edge 
by o u r blu ntness, o u r ro u gh awkward 
ness, o u r determinatio n to hav e o u i 
o wm way in trifles at all co sts and o u r 
u nwillingness to see that the habits and 
cu sto ms prev alent in o ther co u ntries 
are no t bo u nd to be idio tic merely be­ 
cau se they are different fro m o u r o wn. 
“I will be sincere,” says the gru ff 
Englishman to himself when he sets 
fo o t o n fo reign so il, 
“No ne o f yo u r 
fo reign no nsense fo r me!” Ho w pleas­ 
ant Eu ro pe will be when Jo hn Bu ll 
and Uta wo mankind can be sincerely 
charming!—Lo ndo n Mail.

Sco tland and Ireland in v ast qu anti­ 
ties and, tho u gh u npalatable and fla­ 
v o rless, is at times the chief fo o d o f 
the po o rest. 
When dry it is richer than o atmeal o r 
Indian co m In nitro geno u s co nstitu ents 
and rakes rank amo ng the mo st nu tri­ 
tio u s o f v egetable fo o ds. 
To prepare seaweed fo r the table it 
sho u ld be steeped in water to get rid o f 
the salt with which it is impregnated, 
and a little carbo nate o f so da remo v es 
the bitter taste, which to so me palates 
Is mo st disagreeable. It sho u ld then be 
stewed in milk o r water till mu cilagi 
no u s and is best flav o red with v inegar 
o r pepper. 
Fu ngi are almo st ev erywhere largely 
eaten, tho u gh in England less atten­ 
tio n is paid to them than they deserv e, 
and few kinds appear a t table.

San Diego, Cab , July 24.—They hav e 
b uried the Bennington’s dead—forty- 
sev en of them —in a common grav e. 
On the crest of the promontory 
of 
Loom, high ab ov e the shimmering w at­ 
er of San Diego b ay on the one side, 
and within sound of 
the 
l>ooming 
surf of the Pacific on the other, they 
were laid to rest in the peaceful little 
military b urying ground. 
Without the 
crash of drum or the sound of b rass, 
without pomp or parade, y et with sim­ 
ple Impressiv eness, all ho no r was paid 
the nation's dead. 
They hav e hon­ 
ored dead to keep them company. All 
ab out them lie those who died in the 
nation’s serv ice in mo re try ing times. 
Grav e stones, y ello w with age, b ear 
the names of men who died at Mon­ 
terey, in the Mex ican war; o thers who 
gav e up their life in the co nquest of s 
California, and who fo llo v . 
< d 
Com-i 
modoro Stockton at Old San Fhsquul. 


T rib u te o f H o no r W e- G eneral. 
Army and nav y paid their last trib ­ 
utes no less sincere than the simple 
grief of the representativ es of peace, 
who made the lo ng journey around or 
acro ss the great b ay. From Fort Itose- 
crans came the One Hundred and h if- 
teenth company, coast heav y artillery; 
from the city of San Diego the nav al 
reserv es; from the Univ ersal Brother­ 
hood’s home on Point Lotna a company 
of 
khahl-clad 
representativ es, 
and 
from the gov ernment ship Fortune a 
dozen sailors. But the most impressiv e 
b ody of mourners were the fifty-two 
meii from the b attered 
Bennington. 
Beside these there were hundreds of 
civ ilians, who, unthoughtful of 
the 
fatiguing 
journey 
from 
the 
city, 
b rought their offerings of flowers to 
lay upon the grav es. 
B u ried In a D« op T r e n c h . 
The deep trench in which the b od-ea 
were placed in two rows, feet to feet, 
is sixty feet long and fourteen feet 
wide. 
It was finished b ut a few min­ 
utes b efore the arriv al of the first load 
of b odies. 
Without a moment’s delay, 
upon the arriv al of tlie cortege, the 
work of lifting the coffins from the 
wagons and ranging them in the trench 
was carried on. 
Shipmates from tlie 
Bennington performed this sad duty. 
Squads of six came forward from their 
ranks in rapid succession, lifting the 
caskets gently, entered the trench at 
the head and deposited the b odies as 
directed b y Lieutenant Tob in, who di­ 
rected them and saw that the b oard 
placed at the head of each was prop­ 
erly marked and numb ered. 
In just 
one hour and fifteen minutes the last 
b ody had b een deposited In the trench

Father A. D. Ub acli. of the Roman 
Catholic church, attended b y two cen­ 
sor b earers, then stepped forward. He 
read the serv ice of the dead and b less­ 
ing them with w ater and incense. 
Commander Young, of the Benning­ 
ton. stepped out from the group of 
officers sit the head of the trench and 
raising his b aud commanded instant 
attention. 
In a deep, gruff v oice—the 
v o ice of a typical sailor — he said: 
“Captain Scott, commander of

May 
there rise ab ov e this, their last rest­ 
ing place, marb le slab s to mark the 
place as sacred to the nation’s care, 
and may the morning sun ev er kiss tne 
green sod ab ov e their dust, emb lematic 
our lov e and affection." 
“I accept the sacred trust of the hon­ 
ored 
dead,” 
replied 
Captain 
Scott. 
There was many a furtiv etear b rushed 
from moistened eyes b y this simple 
b ut impressiv e scene. Then three v ol­ 
leys were fired ov er the grav e—the 
soldiers’ farewell to his dead comrade; 
the b ugle rang out its call ov er the 
dead; the crowd turned and walked 
aw ay; the nav al reserv e lioys cast their 
flowers upon the coffins. 
Thus they 
b uried the Bennington's dead. 


Caaae o f the DUaater Wa« a L eak-W h# 
Wao at Fault? 
Oyster Bay, N. V., July 24.—In re­ 
sponse to the president’s telegram Act 
ing Secretary of the Nav y 
Darling 
telegraphed an official report of tin 
disaster to the U. S. S. Bennington to 
President Roosev elt. The telegram fol 
lows: “Your telegram receiv ed. Acci­ 
dent of the Bennington caused b y small 
leak in b oiler, which was ab out to In 
repaired when the b oiler b urst and 
was forced astern through its b ulk 
head, condng in contact with a second 
b oiler, which was also forced through 
its b ulkhead, b oth b oilers 
exploding 
with two close explosions. 
Ship filled 
from stem to stern with scalding steam, 
soot and ashes; many men b lown ov er­ 
b oard, others jumped ov erb oard for air, 
many of whom were drowned.” 
San Diego. Cab , July 24.—Captain 
F. J. Drake, of Mare Island 
nav y 
yard, who was ordered here b y the 
nav y departm ent immediately ufter the 
explosion on the Bennington, consent­ 
ed to make a statement to the Asso 
elated 1’ress, the firsr lit* has made for 
I ub lication regarding the catastrophe, 
lie was naked if he had read the opin­ 
ion of Rear Admiral Iiae, chief en 
glneer of the nav y, » is 
telegraphed 
from Washington concerning the cause 
of the explosion: 
“Yes, 
he replied, 
“ I hav e read it. II is. of course, b ased 
upon supposition. 
1 can stsite there 
were no high 
ex plo siv es on the Ben­ 
nington, and therefore the theory of 
high explosiv es as the cause is dis­ 
posed of. 
“It was one of those unfortunate 
accidents that runy occur at any time 
and for which no satisfactory explana 
tion can b e made. 
Accidents will oc­ 
cur in spite of ev ery precaution that 
may b e taken. 
Railroads hav e acci­ 
dents, yet they neglect no precaution.” 
“But, Captain, is not the explosion 
of a b oiler in a nav al v essel a v ery 
unusual accident?” was asked. “Yes. it 
is unusual—v ery unusual indeed.” he 
replied. 
“Will you say anything regarding the 
condition of the b oilers 
when they 
j were last Inspected and whether many 
reports were made of defects receut- 
i ly?” 
•The condition of the b oilers of the 
Bennington is known in the depart­ 
ment at Washington. Report was made 
and is on file in the departm ent re­ 
garding their condition and it is not 
necessary for me or Captain Young to 
say anything ab out that m atter.”

b ut its progress is held in check some­ 
what b y a heav y rain. 
It may spreud 
or may not. The loss up to this w rit­ 
ing is estim ated at 1,000,000 b arrels 
of oil, or $250,000, with the fire still 
raging. There are rumors, b ut no con 
, Urination or loss of human life. 


W o rk m en F le e fro m th e F ield« . 
Later.—There is still no confirmation 
of any loss of life in the tire. 
The 
twelv e tanks of the Texas company 
are all ab laze, and the entire lot will 
b e consumed. 
Little riv ulets of b urn­ 
ing oil are running towards the oil 
field proper, b ut a heav y rain has b een 
fulling and an electric storm raging, 
the w ater serv ing to keep the derricks 
trorn b urning.

F ifty M en In D lreo t P eril. 
Dallas, Tex., July 24—A special to 
The News from Humb le, Tex., says: 
Elev en of the great tanks are ab laze 
and ov er 1,000.000 b arrels of oil con­ 
sumed. 
Fifty men are surrounded b y 
the flames and their fate Is unknown. 
One hundred teams are known to b e 
cremated, and a numb er of families 
has b een b urned out of house and 
home. The fire is b eyond control, all 
the tanks of the Texas company hav ­ 
ing caught. 
Ixiss of life among the 
j men handling the teams is reported, 
b ut can not b e v erified. There will b e 
considerab le loss of property b esides 
that of tin* oil, which In itself, may run 
up to 3,000.900 or 4,000.000 b arrels.

JIM CROW LAW TROUBLE. 
In several sou thern states there is a 
law which requ ires colored an d wh'te 
folks to ride in separate cars when 
travelin g in railway an d street cars. 
Ten n essee’s Jim Crow law recen tly 
en acted bas stru ck a sn ag at Bristol, 
a town lyin g partly in Virgin ia an d 
partly in that state. 
There is a 
street car lin e ru n n in g down the main 
street of the town on the state lin e. 
In Ten n essee the n egroes mu st stay 
in a special compartmen t provided for 
them, bu t there is n o su ch requ ire 
men t in Virgin ia. 
All tbe n egroes 
have to do is to get on the Virgin ia or 
n orth side of the car an d they can sit 
where they please, bu t if they lan d 
on tbe sou th or Ten n essee side they 
mu st ride in wtae n egro section . Tbe 
law is cau sin g almost hopeless con ­ 
fu sion , an d the officials are hayin g a 


throu ghou t the cou n try an d to obtain 
rebateslfrom common carriers on ac­ 
cou n t of their shipmen ts of meat. 


IN JU N C T IO N AGAINST PACKERS. 
“The case was placed in the im­ 
mediate charge of Mr. Bethea, then 
district attorn ey for the n orthern dis 
trict of Illin ois, an d Mr. Day, the ac­ 
complished assistan t to the Attorn ey 
Gen eral, who has mw. I regret to say, 
resign ed his position in tbe pu blic 
service. 
“In Febru ary, 19 03, the demu rrer of 
the defen dan ts to this bill was over­ 
ru led in an opin ion by Ju dge Gross- 
cu p. In May, 1903, an in ju n ction was 
issu ed again st all defen dan ts, forbid­ 
din g the con tin u an ce of the con ­ 
spiracies alleged in tbe bill. Tbe de­ 
fen dan ts appealed to the su preme 
cou rt of tbe Un ited States, an d in 
Jan u ary, 1905, with the assistan ce of 
Mr. Day, I argu ed the case before that 
cou rt. In the same mon th tbe case 
was decided in favor of the govern ­ 
men t by a u n an imou s cou rt, an d the 
decree of the circu it cou rt was affirmed 
in all su bstan tial particu lars. 
“Feb. 21, 19 05, by telegraphic orders 
of the departmen t, su bpoen as to n ear­ 
ly 200 witn esses were served simu ltan ­ 
eou sly by the differen t Un ited States 
marshals throu ghou t 
the cou n try. 
The strictest secrecy was en join ed u p­ 
on these officials. 
Feb. 24, 19 J5, the 
Attorn ey 
Gen eral sen t a circu lar 
letter to each Un ited States attorn ey 
directin g him to gather su ch eviden ce 
on tbe su bject as might be fou n d in 
bis district an d forward an y memoran ­ 
du m thereof to the district attorn ey 
at Chicago. 
“ Mareh 20, 19 05, the gran d ju ry as 
sembled at Chicago,an d the in vestiga­ 
tion began .

in proper form the in dictmen ts, an d 
that if an y in dictmen ts were retu rn ed 
in to cou rt they shou ld be brou ght to 
trial at as early a day as the bu sin ess 
of the cou rt wou ld permit an d as was 
con sisten t with du e regard for the 
rights of the accu sed. 
“I have n o dou bt that these in ­ 
stru ction s were carefu lly observed by 
Mr. Morrison . On the first day of 
Ju ly the gran d ju ry retu rn ed a verdict

St. Louis men, is said 
to presage the control of the soft coal 
supply sit St. Louis. The m ines which 
have b een b rought under one control 
along the Southern railw ay include the 
Murefi mines at Belleville and 
New 
Baden, the L ittle Oak m ine at Shiloh, 
owned b y Dominic M iller and others, 
and the M aule m ine at the sam e place, 
owned b y John M aule and others. 
The sy ndicate has issued b onds to 
the am ount of # 2,000.000. 
The output 
of the m ines is ab out 60,000 tons daily . 
The num b er of m ines purchased b y the 
sy ndicate 
is tw elve. 
The Southern 
railw ay is said to b e b ehind the plan 
of consolidation. 
Options are said to 
have b een ob tained on forty m ines In 
all.

Pliny tells us that the phrase “turn­ 
ing the tables” arose from the ex trava­ 
gance of the Romans.

A ugustus men of wealth spent fabu­ 
lous sum s of money on tables of costl 
m aterial, such as ivory , gold, silver, 
m arble and highly prized woods, espe­ 
cially the citrus wood of Mount Atlas.
